DR.  BENNION  TALKS 
ON  IMPORTANCE  OF 
BIBLE  IN  EDUCATION 


Visitors  and  Students  Fill 
Hall  to  Capacity  to  Hear 
Opening  Address  of  Re- 
turned Superintendent. 


Dr.  Adam  S.  Bennion,  superinten- 
dent of  the  L.  D.  S.  church  schools, 
opened  the  Religious  Education  de- 
partment of  Leadership  Week  last 
Monday  morning  with  an  inspiring 
lecture  on  the  subject  “The  Place  of 
the  Bible  in  Character  and  Religious 
Education.” 

Dr.  Bennion’s  analysis  of  the  Bible 
in  this  relationship  to  character  and 
religious  education  centered  around 
the  point  that  the  Bible  offers  to 
humanity  a source  for  knowledge  and 
inspiration  concerning  man’s  relation- 
ship with  God,  with  his  fellowmen, 
and  his  own  self  in  his  pursuit  of 
raising  his  own  divinity.  Its  study 
brings  forth  the  assurance  of  an 
eternal  life  where  there  will  ever  be 
the  privilege  of  continual  progression. 
The  Bible,  if  taught  and  used  intel- 
ligently, affords  the  family,  church, 
state  and  industry  the  inspiration  nec- 
essary for  the  development  of  the 
religious  character  in  individuals. 

At  the  beginning  of  his  lecture,  Dr. 
Bennion  clearly  stated  that  the  Bible 
was  not  an  end  but  a means  in  serv- 
ing the  needs  of  mankind.  The  char- 
acter of  individuals  was  the  result  of 
their  hereditary  nature  coupled  with 
their  contact  with  the  fundamental  in- 
stitutions of  the  world,  and  this  con- 
tact, Dr.  Bennion  stated  becomes  the 
basis  of  character  development  when 
strengthened  by  the  inspiration  of  tht 
study  of  the  Bible. 

An  interesting  phase  of  the  discus- 
sion was  the  discussion  on  “Man  be- 
comes what  he  becomes  because  of 
three  things:  first,  knowledge;  sec- 
ond, habits;  third,  ideals.”  In  this  re- 
lationship the  Bible  serves  its  great 
religious  purpose;  in  addition  to  its 
literary,  historical  and  ethical  purposes. 
The  Bible,  then,  becomes  the  greatest 
heritage  of  the  Middle  Ages  and  with 
it  religious  education  links  man  with 
the  divine. 

The  speaker  discussed  man’s  rela- 
tionship with  his  God,  and  here  is 
the  nucleus  of  character  development, 
because  life  then  becomes  a progres- 
sive evolutionary  process  and  man’s 
efforts  are  turned  toward  a divine  goal. 
Man’s  relation  to  his  fellowmen  be- 
comes a test  for  his  own  character 
and  here  Christ’s  teachings  assume 
its  full  significance.  Humanity  needs 
such  teachings  as  '‘Love  one  another” 
and  “love  your  enemy.”  No  man’s 
consciousness  as  to  his  own  abilities, 
power,  and  divine  nature  becomes  the 
root  of  character  building.  Christ’s 
statement,  “Be  ye  therefore  perfect” 
gives  added  significance  to  life  itself 
and  to  the  individual  an  assurance  of 
the  ^rorth  of  a divine  eternal  effort 
toward  making  better  oneself.  But 
to  teach  such  principles,  Dr.  Bennion 
proved  that  the  guide  and  source  is 
the  study  of  the  Bible. 

Dr.  Bennion’s  last  appeal  was  foi 
all  to  read  the  Bible,  catch  its  spirit, 
and  live  its  principles,  that  have  been 
proved  to  be  divine  and  therefore 
character  builders.

Royden  Dangerfield,  second  vice- 
president  of  the  student  body,  is  the 
Public  Service  Bureau  director  and 
has  to  do  with  the  securing  of  speak- 
ers for  programs.  Assistants  to  Mr. 
Dangerfield  are:  Harlen  M.  Adams, 
director  of  instrumental  music;  Nell 
Clark,  director  of  dramatic  readings 
and  Mark  Allen,  director  of  vocal 
music.  Accohring  to  these  directors 
very  fine  programs  of  any  size  will 
be  arranged  on  one  week’s  notice.  If 
this  time  limit  is  shortened  it  is  main- 
tained that  sufficient  time  could  not 
be  given  to  insure  programs  of  the 
highest  type. 

The  purpose  of  the  organization  is, 
first,  to  render  service  to  the  com- 
munity by  furnishing  free  programs 
and  spreading  B.  Y.  U.  ideals;  and 
second,  to  give  the  students  oppor-, 
tunity  to  appear  before  the  public  and 
thus  receive  development  of  their  art 
It  is  hoped  that  these  purposes  can 
be  fully  accomplished.

KIRKHAM  ADDRESSES 
FIRST  ASSEMBLY  OF 
LEADERSHIP  WEEK 


Dr.  Weld,  Marketing  Expert 
Gives  Short  Talk;  Music 
Furnished  by  Mixed  Chorus 
and  Rolf  Pratt.

The  first  assembly  of  Leadership 
Week  was  a distinct  success,  with 
College  Hall  more  than  full.  Oscar 
Kirkham,  Salt  Lake  Scout  Executive, 
delivered  a lecture  inspiring  to  lead- 
ership among  young  people. 

“Our  strength  tomorrow,”  he  said, 
“lies  largely  in  what  we  do  to  the 
younger  people  now.  We  shall  be 
judged  by  what  we  give  of  ourselves.” 
Quoting  Bryce,  he  said,  “Blessed  is 
the  man  who  comes  into  the  world 
when  God  has  sent  a good  leader.” 

Passing  to  the  most  specific  sub- 
ject of  scout  leadership,  he  told  sever- 
al interesting  incidents  of  improve- 
ment brought  about  in  boys  through 
their  entering  into  Scout  work.  He 
stated  that  more  than  one  hundred 
boys  in  he  high  schools  of  Salt  Lake 
have  shown  marked  improvement  in 
their  school  work  since  they  entered 
scout  work.  Scouting  has  also  in- 
creased membership  in  the  quorums 
of  the  Priesthood  which,  Mr.  Kirk- 
ham said,  is  God’s  greatest  gift  to 
man.  In  regard  to  community  better- 
ment, he  told  of  some  service  of  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  Salt  Lake  to  the  Fire 
department,  saving  it  thousands  of 
dollars,  and  stated  that  in  Ogden 
juvenile  delinquency  has  been  cut  in 
half  since  scouting  was  started  there. 
He  left  three  suggestions:  first,  look 
in,  and  take  stock  of  what  you  are 
worth;  second,  look  out,  and  give 
service;  third,  look  up, "and  get  the  aid 
of  God. 

The  B.  Y.  U.  mixed  chorus  render- 
ed two  pleasing  selections  and  Roll 
Pratt  delighted  the  Leadership  visit- 
ors with  a solo. 

Dr.  L.  D.  H.  Weld,  the  expert  on 
marketing,  was  introduced  and  made 
a short  speech.

“Resolved,  that  the  United  States 
should  immediately  * grant  indepen- 
dence to  the  Phillipine  Islands  on 
substantially  the  same  basis  as  that 
enjoyed  by  Cuba,”  is  the  question  that 
will  be  debated  next  Friday  evening 
in  the  annual  triangle  debates  of  the 
three'  universities  of  the  state.  The  B. 
Y.  U.  affirmative  team,  consisting  of 
Royden  Dangerfield  and  Carlyle  Maw 
will  meet  the  U.  A.  C.  negative  team 
in  College  Hall  at  8 p.  m.  The  “Y” 
negative  team  consisting  of  Sherman 
Christensen,  Orvil  Hafen,  and  Udell 
Jensen  will  meet  the  University  ot 
Utah  affirmative  team  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  Results  of  the  debate  in  Salt 
Lake  and  of  the  basketball  game  will 
be  announced  at  the  close  of  the  de- 
bate here. 

For  the  past  month  and  a half  the 
debaters  have  been  putting  in  long 
and  hard  hours  to  insure  winning  the 
championship  this  year,  and  although 
all  except  Mr.  Jensen  are  new  at  the 
game  they  expect  to  bring  home  the 
bacon.  Debating  coaches,  John  C. 
Swenson,  Christen  Jensen,  Wm.  J. 
Snow,  and  T.  Earl  Pardoe  have  been 
working  faithfully  with  the  teams. 

Arrangements  are  now  being  com- 
pleted for  the  debate  in  this  city.  A 
local  manager  has  been  selected  who 
will  secure  a chairman,  judges,  time- 
keepers, and  make  arrangements  for 
the  debating  banquet  which  will  fol- 
low. 

Speeches  will  be  twelve  minutes 
long  with  rebuttals  of  six  minutes. 

Both  the  Utah  Aggies  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  debaters  have  been 
working  intently  to  take  the  state 
championship.  Both  schools  will  be 
represented  by  experienced  men  that 
are  sure  to  give  a real  battle.

LECTURE  ON  “WILL” 
GIVEN  BY  DR.  REHERD 


Dr.  Reherd,  president  of  Westmin- 
ster college  as  the  special  lecturer  who 
spoke  before  the  student  body  last 
Wednesday.  The  subject  discussed 
was  “The  Power  of  the  Will.” 

The  will  was  first  compared  to  the 
farmhouse  which  was  the  center  of 
attack  at  Waterloo,  the  will  being  the 
center  of  attack  of  good  and  evil. 
Will-power  was  emphasized  as  an  es- 
sential to  leadership.  The  speaker 
cited  examples  of  men  who  have  ac- 
complished great  things  in  literature, 
industries,  and  war  through  concious 
exercise  of  this  great  force.  Negative 
examples  were  also  given.  Another 
point  emphasized  was  that  attention 
depends  on  will  power  and  it  is  good 
to  have  a large  reserve  force  to  draw 
upon  when  necessary.  By  way  of 
suggestions  for  creating  this  reserve 
force,  he  urged  exercising  will  power 
frequently  and  maintaining  a strong 
body  to  back  it  up.  He  added  the 
injunction  to  buttress  the  human  will 
with  that  of  God. 

Dr.  Reherd  is  an  inspiring  speaker. 
Wit  and  vigor  were  mixed  in  abun- 
dance with  profound  thought  and  ex- 
tensive information.

“Chemistry,”  he  said,  “is  adaptive 
to  serve  as  a basis  of  scientific  work 
because  it  is  experimental  from  the 
outset.” 

According  to  the  lecturer,  chem- 
istry points  toward  the  future,  and 
instigates  to  action.  It  is  a science 
of  power,  as  the  power  of  man,  animal 
and  machine  comes  from  exidation. 
It  carries  the  keys  of  life  and  death 
in  food  and  poison.  Some  vital  body 
secretions  have  lately  been  reproduced 
in  the  laboratories.  Speaking  further 
of  the  power  of  chemistry,  he  said, 
gunpowder  ended  feudalism,  the  auto 
mobile  out-speeds  the  mythical  seven 
league  boots,  books  no  longer  need 
to  be  locked  up  in  treasures,  and 
Caruso’s  voice  is  embalmed. 

“The  aim  of  the  Chemist,”  said  Dr. 
Slosson,  “is  to  learn  enough  of  life 
professes  to  imitate  them  or  to  im- 
prove them.

Mr.  Burns’  work  is  that  of  educat- 
ing the  isolated  whites  of  the  Ken- 
tucky mountains.  He  is  president  of 
the  Oneida  Institute.  This  school 
has  for  its  purpose  the  bringing  of 
these  isolated  families  into  a closer 
union  and  also  to  educate  them  to 
the  civilization  and  ways  of  the  world 
outside  of  their  simple  mountain 
homes. 

In  his  lecture,  Mr.  Burns,  shows 
how  conditions  in  the  southern  moun- 
tains has  degenerated  into  a state  of 
feudalism  and  each  family  has  come 
to  represent  an  isolated  and  uneducat- 
ed plan.  The  people  he  shows,  are 
very  emotional  and  have  come  to  a 
state  of  rivalry  such  that  they  are  al- 
ways suspicious  of  each  other  and 
thus  have  drifted  backward  instead  ot 
forward  in  standards  of  living.  The 
man  of  the  Mountains  also  shows  in 
his  extremely  interesting  lecture  how 
this  condition  is  being  gradually  re- 
moved through  the  medium  of  relig- 
ion.

STUDENT  RESPONSE 
TO  RELIABILITY  TEST 


Brigham  Young  University  was 
chosen  this  year  as  one  of  the  forty- 
two  colleges  to  co-operate  with  the 
Harmon  Foundation  in  its  practical 
experiment  of  lending  money  to  stu- 
dents in  the  Junior  year  or  about  on 
a strictly  business  basis.  The  ulti- 
mate object  of  this  test  of  student 
reliability  in  financial  obligations  is 
to  prove  to  the  investing  world 
that  properly  selected,  student  char- 
acter is  sound  security. 

That  the  faith  of  the  Foundation  is 
justified  as  far  as  the  affiliated  col- 
leges are  concerned  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  already  more  than  $1000 
has  been  returned  to  the  Division  of 
Student  Loans  seven  months  in  ad- 
vance of  the  date  on  which  the  first  in- 
stallments were  due  to  begin.  This 
early  response  on  the  part  of  student 
borrowers  has  made  it  possible  to 
grant  an  appropriation  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Montana  to  be  used  during 
the  second  semester  of  this  year,  thus 
extending  the  trial  of  the  Harmon 
system  of  loans  to  another  section  of 
the  country  not  already  represented 
and  bringing  the  number  of  affiliated 
colleges  to  forty-three  during  the  pre- 
sent year. 

Students  in  the  Junior  year  or  one 
of  the  professions  are  eligible  for 
loans  not  exceeding  $250  in  any  one 
year,  or  $500  in  all.  Repayment  is 
arranged  on  the  installment  basis  of 
$10  a month,  due  to  begin  one  year 
after  graduation.  The  interest  rate 
is  six  per  cent.,  but  all  students  pay- 
ing in  full  within  one  year  after 
graduation  receive  a discount  of  six 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  they  actually 
borrow.  To  insure  the  fund  against 
loss  a premium  of  ten  per  cent,  is 
charged,  and  after  the  entire  amount 
loaned  in  any  one  year  has  been  re- 
paid with  interest  at  six  per  cent., 
any  premium  remaining,  will  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  borrowng  student* 
of  that  year  with  interest  at  six  per- 
cent. in  proportion  to  the  premium 
paid  by  them. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Foundation 
to  place  the  financing  of  higher  edu- 
cation on  such  a secure  business  basis 
that  any  student  who  desires  may  ob- 
tain his  college  or  university  training 
without  the  feeling  of  charity  or  pat- 
ernalism. It  aims  to  take  the  self- 
financing of  education  out  of  the  realm 
of  sentiment  and  place  it  upon  a plane 
of  equality  with  all  other  undertakings 
of  positive  value.  In  the  very  act  of 
repaying  his  debt  the  borrowing  stu- 
dent is  proving  his  financial  integrity 
to  the  world  at  large.  He  can  well  be 
proud  that  he  has  borrowed,  for  he 
has  established  his  credit  in  case  of 
future  need.  It  is  a well  known  fact 
that  men  who  never  borrow  fre- 
quently find  it  exceedingly  difficult 
to  arrange  a loan  when  a sudden 
emergency  arises.
